Her Children

TOLEDO, Nov. 30.— Tying theii 


hands behind them, a young mo 
ther today tossed her two minor 
children into a cistern and then 
committed suicide by leaping into 
the water. One of the childrsn, 
baby boy, was drowned but 
his 


five year old sister was saved b; 
thair father. 


The victims were Mrs. Ros 


Burger, 29, and her six months 
old son, Clarence. Virginia Bur- 
ger, 5, narrowly escaped death 
when she was rescued. 


Coroner Frank Krefts said the 


woman had been despondent over 
a recent illness. He returned 
a 


verdict of murder and suicide. 


WORRIED OVER DEATH 
The woman also was said to 


have been grieving over the re- 
cent death of her father, John 
Geckle, 75. Her father's will over 
which she was reported to have 
been in dispute with relatives was 
found floating in the cistern. 


In addition to the woman's 


husband, Fred Burger, another 
daughter, Jeanette, 7, survive. 


The tragedy occurred at

Burger home here. The cistern, 
half filled with water, is located 
at the rear of the house.

number of state aid districts,

vastly increased number of chil- 
dren to help educate. 


Other businesses 
can cut ex- 


penses readily enough. 
Their ac- 


tivity has fallen off. But ours has 
boomed i- 


Due to delinquent taxes and 


shrunken property values, 
Ohio 


now has 238 more state aid dis- 
tricts than it had when the budget 
for 1931-32 was drawn up.

Unless the legislature assists, 


many schools will be forced to 
adopt a term of six months, or 
less.
